Convention Dates me Eastern Canada Potatoes Now Under 
Regulation 


y and| The Eastern Canada Potato Mark- 
eting Scheme submitted by represent- 
atives of the potato industry, has 
been approved by Hon. Robert Weir, 

Dominion Minister of Agriculture, 

and the Governor in Council, upon the 

recommendation of the Dominion 

Marketing Board. 

The scheme embraces the provinces 
of Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick and Ontario. Tne po- 
tato growers in these provinces have 
been receiving tmadequate returns for 
their potatoes and the position of the 
growers has been particularly difficult 
this year. A very large crop and lack 
of organization has resulted in demor. 
alized marketing conditions. The 1934 
potato crop for the four provinces is 
placed at 43,308,000 bushels, an in- 
crease of 8,188,000 bushels compared 
with the production in 1933. 


Under the scheme it is expected or- 
derly marketing will result primarily 
throug’ control of the grades of pota- 
toes entering the commercial chan- 
nels of trade and potatoes.of inferior 
grades will not be allowed to glut the 
market. Consignment selling, which 
has been contributing largely to price 
demoralization will be prohibited and 
sales will be made under firm con- 
tracts. The scheme aise provides for 
the development of export markets 
and for increasing domestic consump. 
tion of potatoes. 

Moreover, it is believed the utiliza- 
tion of potatoes .in various forms 
which might be marketed in this 
country or find an outlet to © other 
countries, nas not been fully explored 
and thet o tion of those con- 
cerned with potatoes will greatly fac- 
flitate the type of work necessary to 
develop such possibilities. 

The proposed scheme was submitt- 
ed by representative potato growers |

As with the other pro- 
perties mentioned, the sulphide ores

extent of $25,000. The Gilmour has 
some very rich ore, not only in the 
workings but on surface. A Toronto 
group is financing the, Gilmour for 
production after erecting a modern 
mill employing amalgamation and cy- 
anidation. 

The Craig, a neighbour of the Gil- 
mour, is developing a very promising 
property. 

According to a paper read by R. P. 
Rothwell, M. E., at a meeting of the 
American Institute of Mining Engin- 
eers in 1881, Mr. Rothwell toured one 
of the gold belts south of Gilmour 
and took average samples of all the 
different properties. After extensive 
tests by means of individual assays 
and tonnage, an average of $13.37 
was secured, at the old price of $20.67 
per ounce, from 108 assays, involv- 
ing 515 tons. Tne assays were very 
uniform, the lowest being $4.57, giv- 
ing a consistency of values truly as- 
tonishing. 

In this gold belt of 70.miles léngth, 
the old government reports show com- 
mercial ore, but the recovery methods 
could not niake $8 to $10 ore at the 
$20.67 price a paying proposition, as 
about half of the gold was lost as 
tailings.

of industrial goods. In comparing 
prices over a period of time, it is ra- 
ther difficult to establish exact rela- 
tionships. Therefore, statisticians use 
a device known as an index number. 
This number represents the relative 
position of prices at a given time, 
as compared with those in a period 
when conditions were fairly stable and 
prices of the different groups of com- 
modities occupied a reasonably satis- 
factory relationship. For instance, 
prices in the year 1926 have been used 
by many statisticians as a period on 
which to base the comparisons with 
other years. In 1929 the index field 
crops (grain and vegetable products) 
was 94 compared with 100 in 1926. In 
1932 the index had dropped to 41 and 
to 35 in January, 1933. During 1933, 
however, the index rose’ to 46 and 
in 1934 ranged between 48 and 61, 


Barley Crop Important 


Barley has competed strongly with 
wheat as a revenue producer on Ont- 
ario farms. Tnis grain holds an im- 
portant place for several reasons. It 
is a comparatively high yielder. Ex- 
periments show that mixed with early 
oats, returns from the combination 
exceed highest yields obtainable from 
either grain separately. Also, in an- 
alyses, it is shown that in carbohyd- 
rates and protein, barley compares 
very favorably with field corn. Bar- 
ley is also the north country corn. In 
northern counties, where early frosts 
render tae growing season too short 
for the production of large crops of 
corm, barley is found to be an excell- 
ent substitute. grows rapidly and 
is the shallowest rooted of all the cer- 
eals, Because of these two points, 
barley does best of all cereals on 
ground which is insufficiently drained 
and hence is cold and‘backward in 
spring. In recent experiments by the 
Department of Chemistry, O.A.C., it 
was noted that the highest yields of 
barley were realized where it followed 
a@ root crop. The department's experi- 
ments with fertilizer on barley, show- 
ing a big increase in yicld where fer- 
tilizers were used, are important, in 
view of the fact that this province 
last year sowed 508,000 acres of bar- 
ley. 


Potatoes for Feed 


The feeding of potatoes to live 
stock provides a very satisfactory 
outlet for the lower grades of the 
crop, Second-grade potatoes may be 
used as a feeder for hogs and also in 
limited amounts for cattle, sheep and 
horses as a@ substitute for grain. For 
pigs the potatoes should be boiled, 
mixed with the grain and fed with 
other concentrates. A protein supple- 
ment needs to be fed with this. Ex- 
periments indicate that it takes about 
420 pounds of potatoes, fed after 
cooking, to equal 100 pounds of. corn 
or barley. For the best results in 


swine feeding the proportion of pota-| 


toes in the ration should not be great- 
er than four pounds to one of con- 
centrates. Potatoes may furnish half 
of the dry matter. in the ration for 
cattle and sheep and one-fourth for 
horses. Dairy cows should not receive 
more than about 35 pounds per day 
as larger amounts may impair the 
quality-of butter poduced. For fatten- 


ing gavep, from two to three pounds 


daily should be fed with the grain. 


.| For cattle and q@neep feeding, the po- 


tatoes should be chopped and mixed 
with the grain, and should be raw. 
They may be fed raw to hogs, par- 
ticularly broow sows, if time and la- 
bor cannot be spared for cooking.

Dear Sir: 

We notice in your paper of Feb- 
ruary 6th a piece copied from the 
Canadian Lumberman, regarding 
some statements made by myself re- 
garding relief work on the highway. 
The thought occurred to me that per- 
aaps the working man might feel 
that I was desirqus of keeping wages 
at a low figure. If that feeling is a- 
broad, I would like to dispell it from 
the minds of all who possess that be- 
lief. But let me explain: I have kept 
a store in Coe Hill for over twenty 
years and during that time we have 
passed through both the low and the 
high wage periods and whenever we 
have made a profit in the store it has 
always been in high wage periods. 
The large majority of the people will 
spend according to their income and 
if the, working man is not getting 
wages, why then he has nothing to 
spend and tae result is that the man 
whois keeping store cannot sell goods 
and therefore is, unable to have 
profit. 

What I would like to say regarding 


the wages on the highway is just this: 


Men are being brought out of our 
cities and towns and a good percent- 
age are men who do not understand 
how to do the work that they require 
them to do and naturally they are not 
able to give value for the money they 
receive. Plenty of them are men we 
could not use in our lumber camps to 
any advantage. These men are all 


paid twenty-five cents per hour while 


the man who is engaged in logging 
cannot pay those wages and sell his 
lumber at the price that he can ob- 
tain at the present time and yet the 
man who is logging has got to have 
the better class of men. I am asking 
the question, does it seem fair to our 
men who~are.swilling to do far more 
work in a day and be-fozced to take 
less wages? I have no hesitatier_in 
saying that in my opinion the men 
who are working in our lumber camps 
and taking the nard end of it, should 
receive better pay, because they are 
obliged to do more work or otherwise 
their employer could not pay them. 
If I was,to discharge all my men who 
are in rhy employ, they could then 
sign a relief card, if they did not g 
work elsewhere and could get a job 
on the highway for 25c per hour or 
in another way, if the men who’are 
now in my employ, would say “we 
will not take your wages,” and they 
would stop work, they would be able 
to get a job on the highway at 25c 
per hour, but just because they feel 
too self supporting to do this, they 
are obliged to take smaller wages. 
OZ course we are told that they can 
only get the work for two weeks and 
then lay off for two weeks, so 
of course they would not make any 
gain. 

I do not wish that any person 
should feel that I am finding fault: 
with our government, because I am 
not ashamed to say that I have been 
a loyal supporter of those who now 
‘iold power at Queen’s Park, but I do 
feel. as such a supporter that the 
present plan could be improved. Why, 
cart men to and from work every two 
weeks, if there is only so much money, 
for relief, and that seems to be the, 
case. Why not say to these men 
“Here, we will divide this to you all 
at a low wage and give you steady 
work." The class of work that is be- 
ing done compares very favorably 
with bush and lumberman’s work. 
We will pay you a like wage or a 
trifle smaller which will aelp you out | 
until such times as you can secure 
your own work.” If this was done I 
feel there would be a marvelous

is causing a lot of dissatisfaction in| 


the rural sections, waere the roads, 
are bcoimy built and there are plenty | 
sf small farmers that would rather, 
let their farms grow up in. weeds if!

and they-feel that they are just as 
much entitled to them as any person 
on the whole earth. 

We hear that the policy of the gov- 
ernment is to increase wages. Tuat 
is an A-1 policy and I would like to 
hold up both hands for the same. But; 
when people cannot find a plan to 
support and maintain themselves, | 
why pick out this class and put a| 
premium on their labour. I know that | 
some of my views will not be very |

popular, but I also know the feeling’ 


of a lot of local residents who are| 
doing their best to make an independ-| 
ent living. ms :

with lukewarm water once daily when 
set under the mother goose or under 
hens, and twice daily when set in an 
incubator. The moistening of the eggs 
keeps the embryo from becoming too 
dry and sticking to the shell, espec- 
jally at hatcaing time. Goslings re- 
quire much heat after they are hatch- 
ed and it is safe to leave them in the 
incubator or under the mother goose 
for about two days after hatching. 
The air in the incubator should be 
maintained at the same temperature 
after the birds nave hatched but the 
goslings should be let down into the 
nursery when they have dried off and 
are able to move around freely. 

When the goslings are ready for 
feeding it is a good practice to place 
a green sod near the nest or brooder 
and let the young birds pull the ten- 
der shoots themselves.

They are almost immune 
from disease, and a gosling once 
hatched is almost sure to develop. No 
branch of farm work offers greater 
opoprtunities, or better returns for 
the money invested, than does goose

Potato Marketing Orders 


Tae Eastern Canada Potato Mark- 
eting Board has issued a list of or- 
ders governing marketing of potatoes 
in Ontario, New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia in accordance with provisions 
of the Natural Products Marketing 
Act passed at the last session of Par- 
liament. 

The rules provide, among other 
things, that every dealer marketing 
potatoes shall obtain immediately a 
license from the local office of the 
board in his district for which he will 
be required to pay a fee of $1. They 
provide no dealer may market pota- 
toes in the-four provinces covered by 
the orders except through agencies 
established by the board and point 
out that under provision of the Nat- 
tural Products Marketing Act, per- 
sons breaking the rules may be sub- 
ject to a fine of $25 to $500, im- 
mrisonment for not more than thre: 
months or n&tis fine and imprison- 
ment for not more than three foutiie 
or both fine and imprisonment. 

Tae marketing agencies are auth- 
orized to collect tolls of one-half cent 
a bushel on potatoes marketed by 
dealers. The collections must be made 
on or before the first or fifteenth day 
of each month ‘and turned over to the 
local board in the district. 

The rules say no dealer shall mark- 
et potatoes produced in the four pro- 
vinces except under contract of pur- 
chase and “at a farm price” and that 
no dealer shall market potatoes of tre 
grade E Canada No. 2 except for ex- 
port and then only subject to a fur- 
ther ruling. 

This ruling provides that potatoes 
destined ‘for the Caribbean market 
must grade at least 75 per cent. E 
Canada No. 1. The ruling does not 
apply to potatoes sold before Febru- 
ary 1st and actually in transit until 
Webruary 15th. 

The orders contain a list of mark- 
ating agencies in the four provinces 
through which potatoes produced 
within their borders must be market- 
ed. They are: 

Ontario, J. T. Cassin, Toronto; New 
Brunswick. C. C. uCnningham, Fred- 
ericton ;Nova Scotia. Roy Grant, Ha- 
lifax; Prince Edward Island, J. J. 
‘Trainor, Charlottetown. 


QUFER MALTESE 
CUSTOM INCREASES 
CANADIAN EXPORTS 


In the Island of Malta, an import- 
ant naval base of Britain in the Me- 
diterranean, milk is delivered on the 
hoof, being purveyed direct to the 
consumer from the herds of goats 
which are dren from house to house. 
The Maltese people prefer goat’s milk 
to that supplied by cows, although 
there are two small dairies supplying 
sterilized or pasteurized cow’s milk. 
This gives rise to a large importation 
of condensed milk for_use by the Eu- 
ropean population and i in tais Canada 
has a share.
